LESS WORRY! 


“In order to insure a safer, less worrisome winter, con- 


sumers should take the necessary time to make the proper 
preventive maintenance on their cars," said Hope Jackson 
Manager of the Newark Office of Consumer Action. 


The consumer agency recommends the following 


winterizing checks to consumers as an aid in avoiding many 
common winter driving problems and to ready them for those 
that do occur: 


To avoid skids on slick roads, tires should have equal 
breaking on all wheels. Have breaks checked, relined if 
necessary. 


A tune-up helps to insure dependable starts on cold, wet 
mornings. 


Exhaust systems should be checked to prevent carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Because carbon monoxide is color- 
less, oderless and tasteless, a qualified mechanic with the 
proper equipment should make the check. 


Worn windshield-wiper blades should be replaced. 


All vehicle lights should be kept in working order and 
lenses should be kept clean. 


The vehicle should be equipped with good tires with good 
treads all year long and especially on snow and icy roads. 
Snow tires and chains offer the best traction, but in no way 
is the resulting traction close to that of conventional 
highway tires on either a dry or wet pavement. 


Vehicles should be equipped with the following safety 
gear: booster cables, tire chains, a shovel, flares, traction 
mat, window scraper, rock salt and sand, window washer 
solvent and heavy gloves. 


"When roads are covered with snow or ice, the safest 


thing to do is to leave your car at home," said Hope Jackson.
